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GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  GOVERNMENT. 


First,  to  provide  suitable  rooms,  centrally  located. 
Second,  to  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment, 
promote  the  object  of  the  Society.  Third,  to  make 
such  arrangements  for  social  religious  exercises  as  they 
shall  deem  practicable.  Fourth,  to  induce  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society  to  connect  themselves  with  some 
of  the  religious  societies  in  the  vicinity,  according, 
always,  to  their  denominational  preferences,  and  es¬ 
pecially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information  and  render 
aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who  come 
as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 
temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influ¬ 
ences,  and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  re¬ 
ligious  life. 

These  are  the  tasks  imposed  upon  the  Board  of 
Directors  by  the  Constitution.  No  special  difficulty 
is  met  in  carrying  out  the  first  three 
tasks,  but  the  fourth  presents  a  problem 
difficult  and  perplexing.  The  removal 
of  the  old-time  population,  reasonably  unified  in  its 
religious  belief,  from  the  neighborhood  which  the 
Union  naturally  serves,  the  advent  of  the  present 
population,  made  up  of  all  races  and  creeds,  cosmo¬ 
politan  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  presents  a  problem, 
moral,  ethical,  and  religious,  which  can  be  solved  only 
by  the  broadest  and  most  humanizing  co-operation  of

church,  society,  and  individual.  And  for  this  co-op¬ 
eration  we  make  a  most  earnest  appeal. 

The  Union  stands  for  many  things,  but  most  of  all 
we  wish  it  to  stand  for  a  home, — a  place  where  young 

men  may  find  pleasant  companion¬ 
ship,  instruction,  entertainment,  a 
spirit  of  genial  comradeship  and 
mutual  helpfulness. 

The  young  man  who  comes  a  stranger  to  the  city 
finds  always  a  cordial  welcome.  We  help  him  to 
secure  a  suitable  lodging  place,  direct  him  to  a  church, 
if  he  desires  to  connect  himself  with  one,  and  through 
an  employment  department  assist  him  in  obtaining  a 
business  position.  If  he  is  just  starting  out,  a  special 
Advisory  Board  of  prominent  business  men  may  be 
consulted  to  aid  him  in  choosing  a  vocation.  Our 
Library  furnishes  him  with  literature,  and  our  Gym¬ 
nasium  affords  recreation  and  assists  in  his  physical 
development.  If  he  wishes  to  continue  certain  studies 
or  take  up  new  subjects,  our  evening  classes  furnish 

him  an  opportunity.  Several  new  feat-

FEATURES  ures  intr°duced  during  the  past  year 
have  proved  very  successful.  A  dancing 
class  has  brought  young  people  together,  under  super¬ 
vision  of  interested  matrons,  and  has  given  them  de¬ 
lightful  evenings  of  sociability  and  instruction.  In¬ 
formal  afternoon  receptions  by  President  and  Mrs. 
Locke  on  the  third  Sundays  of  each  month  during  the 
winter  have  been  of  assistance  in  developing  more  in¬ 
timate  social  intercourse.  A  course  in  Civics  and 
Economics,  under  the  direction  of  well-known  Harvard 
educators,  has  proved  of  great  value  in  leading  young 
men  to  the  discussion  of  topics  of  the  day.  One  of 
the  most  popular  evening  classes,  Business  Methods

and  Salesmanship,  has  proved  of  such  interest  that  a 
Salesmanship  Club  has  been  formed  to  carry  forward 

the  helpfulness  of  the  course.  The 
Orchestral  Club,  the  Wampanoags, 
the  Walking  Club,  the  Publicity 
Committee,  are  among  these  newer  activities,  and  will 
receive  special  mention  in  the  detailed  reports  of  the 
several  committees. 

During  the  year,  four  small  estates  owned  by  the 
Union,  in  the  rear  of  the  original  building,  have  been 
cleared  of  the  old  buildings,  and  a  very  simple,  two- 
story  addition,  extending  across  Lowell  Court  and 
through  to  LaGrange  Street,  has  been  erected,  pro¬ 
viding  improved  accommodations  for  bathing,  addi¬ 
tional  locker  and  dressing  rooms,  as  well  as  facilities 
for  pool,  billiards,  bowling,  and  hand  ball. 

Those  within  and  without  the  institution  interested 
in  the  carrying  out  of  special  forms  of  social  service 
always  find  hearty  co-operation.  Committees  visit 
the  sick  or  assist  the  needy,  and  the  Country  Week, 
Rides  for  Invalids,  and  the  Children’s  Christmas  and 
New  Year’s  Festival  are  now  regularly  established  de¬ 
partments. 

Upheld  by  generous  gifts  and  bequests,  the  Union 
is  always  ready  to  help  the  young  man.  By  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  small  fee  he  may  have  at  his  dis-

young  men  instruction  and  entertainment  in  such 
popular  form  as  will  be  attractive  and  readily  assimi¬ 
lated, — these  your  Committee  has  tried  to  provide. 

The  evening  classes  appeal  to  an  ever-increasing 
multitude  of  people  who  are  desirous  of  supplementing 

„  their  education  with  studies  that  are

practical  and  that  will  enable  them  to 
advance  in  the  world,  socially  or  financially.  While 
our  main  object  is  to  assist  young  men,  we  do  open 
the  class-rooms  to  young  women  in  classes  where  the 
registration  is  not  entirely  taken  up  by  young  men. 

As  has  been  the  experience  in  past  years,  the  classes 
that  appeal  most  to  our  members  are  those  which  in¬ 
crease  business  efficiency,  making  a  man  more  valuable 
to  his  employer  and  ultimately  increasing  his  financial 
prospects.  As  an  example  of  this,  note  the  large 
number  who  attended  the  course  in  Business  Methods 
and  Salesmanship, — the  season’s  most  successful 
course  in  registration  and  continuance  of  interest.

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CO-OPERATION. 


The  classes  offered  covered  a  wide  range  of  com¬ 
mercial,  industrial,  and  cultural  subjects. 

Individual  instruction  and  close  attention  to  each 
student’s  needs,  wherever  possible,  continued  to  be 
a  prominent  feature  in  our  work. 

Co-operation  is  the  keynote  of  the  Union’s  plan 

for  assisting  ambitious  young  men 
to  better  their  educational  equip¬ 
ment  and  increase  their  earning  capacity. 

This  institution  stands  ready  to  help  any  group 
of  members  having  a  common  interest,  dividing  with 
them  the  cost  of  instruction,  the  Union  providing 
class-room,  light,  heat,  and  expenses  of  general  ad¬ 
ministration.  In  some  subjects  especially  important, 
but  where  registration  has  been  small,  the  institution 
has  paid  a  goodly  proportion  of  the  instructor’s  salary. 
In  general,  however,  the  registration  fees  are  placed 
at  a  figure  to  cover  the  salaries. 

The  policy  of  co-operation  has  been  brought  forward 
even  more  strongly  this  season  than  heretofore,  the 
most  prominent  example  being  the  course  in  Business 
Methods  and  Salesmanship.

DOING  lacking  in  the  presentation  of  a  perfect 
picture  of  actual  business  doing,  many 
of  the  firms  supplying  their  own  complete  office 
equipment  of  furniture,  as  well  as  large  quantities 
of  valuable  goods.  In  every  instance  the  demon¬ 
strations  have  been  under  the  immediate  charge 
of  members  of  the  firms  or  sales  managers,  and 
the  programmes  have  been  carried  out  by  regular 
salesmen,  in  many  cases  assisted  by  actual 
customers. 

The  thanks  of  the  Union,  and  particularly  of  the 
young  men  and  women  who  attended  the  course,  are 
due  these  business  men  for  their  willingness  to  give  so 
generously  of  time  and  thought  to  this  novel  educa¬ 
tional  effort. 

As  a  natural  outcome  of  the  course,  the  Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  Salesmanship  Club, 
of  about  one  hundred  members,  has  been  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  demonstrations  and 
discussions  in  regular  weekly  meetings.

Miss  Mabel  G.  Schellinger  was  in  imme¬ 
diate  charge  as  the  regular  teacher,  and  her  skill  and 
earnest  interest  in  the  class  were  much  appreciated. 
Mrs.  G.  H.  Shaw  ably  assisted  as  pianist. 

The  heartiest  thanks  of  the  Union  and  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  class  are  due  the  numerous  friends  who  have 
shown  such  keen  interest  in  this  new  feature,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  the  women  who  have  assisted  as  matrons 
and  as  helpers  on  the  various  committees. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  class  by  Miss  Grace  R.  Thurston,  who  has 
been  a  constant  attendant  and  has  assisted  as  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  Committee  of  Members,  in  charge 
of  the  details  of  the  conduct  of  the  class.

EXPOSITION. 


At  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Industrial  and 
Educational  Exposition  in  the  Mechanics’  Building, 

the  Union’s  Evening  Classes  were 
well  represented  by  a  working  ex¬ 
hibit  of  the  Lettering  and  Sign 
Painting  Class.  Every  evening,  students  were  present 
to  demonstrate  the  work  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Frank  DeSilva,  whose  interest  and  loyalty  to 
the  traditions  of  the  Union  contributed  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  well-merited  success  of  the  exhibit. 

A  departure  from  the  plan  of  former  seasons  was 
the  bi-weekly  meeting,  for  the  first  half  of  the  course, 
of  the  Shorthand  and  Penmanship  Classes,  which  per¬ 
mitted  more  intensive  class-room  drill. 

The  Shorthand  Class  has  arranged  for  a  post-season 
course  of  ten  lessons. 

The  Freehand  Drawing  Course  was  extended  to 
fifty  lessons  of  two  evenings  a  week.  The  more  ex¬ 
tensive  use  of  life  models  added  much  to  the  interest. 
A  public  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  this  class 
and  the  Sign  Painting  Class  will  be  held  on  April  5. 

Members  of  the  classes  in  Elocution  and  Acting 
on  April  25  will  assist  the  Orchestral  Club  in  a  public 
concert. 

In  the  Electricity  Class  the  addition  to  its  equip¬ 
ment  of  an  electrical  projection  lantern  aided  the  in¬ 
structor  in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  work. 

The  Business  Law  Class  had  one  lecture  open  to 
the  public,  and  this  was  well  patronized. 

The  Debating  Club  participated  in  sev¬ 
eral  public  debates  with  other  clubs, 
and  reflected  much  credit  on  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  training  given.

The  Reading  Room,  which  is  also  the  Library  Room, 
has  upon  its  tables  the  principal  magazines  and  peri¬ 
odicals.  We  receive  regularly  twenty-three  dailies, 
fifty-three  weeklies,  fifty-seven  monthlies,  two  semi¬ 
monthlies,  and  seven  quarterlies. 

Seven  of  the  monthly  magazines  were  placed  in  tem¬ 
porary  binders  and  issued  for  home  reading.

THE 
NOON 


The  central  location  of  our  building  enables  many 
young  men  from  the  business  district  to  spend  a  por¬ 
tion  of  their  noon  hour  in  the  Reading  Room. 
Not  only  magazines  and  periodicals  are  read 
HOUR  this  time,  but  also  many  books  are  used 
of  which  no  account  is  kept.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact,  too,  that  a  large  number  of  the  books  cir¬ 
culated  for  home  reading  are  read  by  more  than  the 
one  person  taking  them. 

“The  work  which  a  library  does,”  says  a  leading 
librarian,  “cannot  be  shown  in  statistics.  The  knowl¬ 
edge  which  the  young  machinist  gets  out  of  a  library 
book  may  be  of  great  financial  benefit  to  him  in  the 
course  of  his  life.  The  benefit  which  the  young  stu¬ 
dent  gets  from  application  to  books  is  broadening  and 
inspiring  on  the  intellectual  side,  and  is  shown  in  his 
mature  life  in  a  strong  and  commanding  professional 
or  business  career.” 

Your  Committee  fully  realizes  the  wide  influence 
which  our  own  Library  may  have  over  the  life  of  a 
young  man.  The  elevating  and  enriching  influence 
of  great  books  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  use 
of  them  cannot  help  but  broaden  his  outlook,  increase 
his  store  of  knowledge,  and  add  to  his  pleasure. 

“Great  books  not  only  teach  a  man  to  respect  other 
nations  and  ages, — they  do  what  is  better:  they  help 
him  to  know  men.  To  the  efficient  man  nothing  else 
is  quite  so  important  as  this.” 

In  these  days  of  efficiency  and  publicity  it  is  not 
enough  to  add  new  volumes  to  the  Library  and  assign 

them  to  their  proper  places  on  the 
shelves.  They  must  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  reader.  In  addition  to  the  card  cat¬ 
alogue,  which  has  been  kept  up  to  date,  lists  of  new

additions  have  been  posted  regularly  in  the  Library 
and  frequently  on  the  Bulletin  Board  in  the  Recep¬ 
tion  Room. 

Our  publication,  “The  Union  Bulletin,”  has  given 
from  time  to  time  announcements  of  the  latest  addi¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  special  lists  of  books  on  current  topics 
of  the  day. 

Small  collections  of  books  on  Travel,  Biography, 
History,  Charles  Dickens,  etc.,  have  been  brought 
together,  and  kept  in  a  conspicuous  place  for  a  week 
at  a  time.  Each  of  these  methods  helps  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  our  readers  the  resources  of  the  Li¬ 
brary  and  aids  in  circulating  books  which  are  of  real 
service.

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ROOMS. 

Reports  of  this  Committee  for  several  years  have 
drawn  attention  to  the  need  of  enlarged  and  improved 
facilities  for  meeting  the  constantly  changing  require¬ 
ments  of  the  various  branches  of  the 

FACILITIES  work>  as  well  as  for  the  undertaking 

of  important  new  lines  of  effort.  It  is 
fully  realized  that  complete  satisfaction  of  these  re¬ 
quirements  can  only  be  obtained  by  the  erection  of  a 
new  building,  to  the  accomplishment  of  which  in  the 
near  future  our  Board  of  Government  and  the  Trus¬ 
tees  confidently  look  forward.  The  pressure  for  larger 
accommodations  and  better  facilities  for  carrying  on 
the  work  has  been  so  urgent  that  the  provision  at  once 
of  at  least  temporary  relief  has  seemed  imperative.  To 
this  end,  during  the  last  year  four  small  estates  in  the 
rear  of  the  main  building,  heretofore  occupied  only  in 
small  part  for  purposes  of  the  Union,  have  been  im¬ 
proved.  The  old  dwellings  have  been  removed  from 
these  estates,  and  a  two-story  addition  of  simplest 
construction,  extending  from  the  main  building  across 
Lowell  Court  and  through  to  La  Grange  Street,  has 
been  erected. 

This  extension  has  provided  enlarged  and  additional 
accommodations  for  the  Gymnasium,  including  a 
special  court  for  hand-ball  and  squash,  and  has  fur¬ 
nished  also  space  for  a  modern  equipment  of  four  bowl¬ 
ing  alleys,  and  a  well-arranged  room  for  games,  bill¬ 
iards,  pool,  etc. 

Quite  extensive  general  repairs  have  also  been  made, 
notably  in  the  Gymnasium,  where  the  increased  ac¬ 
commodations  in  the  addition  make  possible  the  re- 
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moval  in  large  part  from  the  main  building  of  bathing 
and  locker  facilities,  furnishing  much-needed  space 
for  some  of  the  special  gymnastic  work. 

Provision  for  games  in  the  extension  has  made  pos¬ 
sible  the  removal  of  pool  tables  and  other 
games  from  the  front  room  on  the  main 
floor  and  the  return  of  this  room  to  its  former  use  as 
a  Reception  Room. 
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While  there  have  been  no  elaborate  changes  made, 
the  usual  work  of  minor  repairs  and  renovation  has 
been  carried  on  as  occasion  required,  and 

LOCATION  every  attempt  has  been  made  to  give 
the  rooms  the  appearance  of  a  cosey, 
attractive  home.  Our  building,  near  the  busy  corner  of 
Tremont  and  Boylston  Streets,  overlooking  the  Com- 
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mon,  is  within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  large  rail¬ 
road  stations.  It  is  between  the  Tremont  Street  Sub¬ 
way  and  the  Washington  Street  Tunnel  and  directly 
on  the  line  of  cross-town  traffic, — a  location  at  once 
convenient  to  the  business  district  and  to  all  suburban 
connections.  Thus  our  activities  are  right  at  the  door 
of  the  young  man  in  his  place  of  business  and  also 
peculiarly  accessible  to  his  home  or  lodgings,  even 
though  in  the  more  remote  districts  of  Greater 
Boston. 

The  Committee  is  much  pleased  to  record  the  steady 
increase  of  the  Union  activities.  On  several  occasions 
it  has  been  much  puzzled  to  find  rooms  enough  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  all  the  different  groups  applying  for  special 
meeting-places.  The  Union  Hall  has  been  particularly 
popular,  not  only  on  account  of  the  large  number  of 

our  own  entertainments  and  meetings, 
HALL  but  a^so  because  of  the  demand  by  out¬ 

side  organizations.  Our  central  loca¬ 
tion  and  the  complete  equipment  of  the  Hall  as  regards 
scenery  and  dressing-rooms  make  it  especially  desir¬ 
able  for  a  large  variety  of  entertainments  and  social 
gatherings. 

The  accompanying  sketch  plans  show  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  various  rooms  and  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  used.

Of  these,  614  were  sent  to  places  in  response  to  512 
applications  from  employers,  and  284  were  employed. 

Applications  from  employers  have  been  principally 
for  book-keepers,  office  and  errand  boys,  clerks,  in  bank, 
office,  and  store,  draughtsmen,  elevator  operators,  jani¬ 
tors,  mechanics,  porters,  salesmen,  shippers,  stenog¬ 
raphers,  teamsters,  workers  in  skilled  trades,  while 
occasional  inquiries  have  been  received  for  persons  to 
fill  positions  in  thirty  or  more  miscellaneous  occupations. 

A  few  cases  will  show  the  scope  of  this  department’s 
work:  A  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  boy,  seeking 
advice  as  to  choice  of  a  vocation,  was  found  to  be 
much  interested  in  architectural  work,  but  not  a  very 
good  student.  He  got  along,  but  studies  came  hard 
to  him,  while  with  a  pencil  he  was  exceptionally  skilful. 
A  place  was  found  for  him  as  an  office  boy  with  an 
architect,  who  after  six  months,  in  response  to  an  in¬ 
quiry,  reports  as  follows: — 


“With  the  enclosed  report  as  to _ I  send  $1.00 

which  might  have  been  charged  me  if _ had  come  in 

through  some  other  Agency. 


“If  all  your  boys  make  as  good  a  showing  in  six  months’  time, 
you  are  to  be  congratulated.  With  best  wishes  for  continued 
success  in  your  good  work,  believe  me, 

Yours  sincerely.” 

A  young  man  applying  for  a  position  in  a  broker’s 
office  indicated,  on  being  questioned,  that  his  reason 
for  wishing  to  enter  such  an  office  was  the  short  hours

and  good  salary  expected.  Information  was  given  the 
young  man  about  various  lines  of  business,  and  he  was 
advised  to  talk  the  matter  over  with  his  mother. 
After  a  conference  with  the  mother,  who  called  to 
express  appreciation  of  the  advice  given  her  son,  the 
young  man  was  located  within  a  few  days  with  a  good 
mercantile  house. 


LOOKING  FOR  A  JOB. 


A  young  Englishman,  an  electrician  by  trade,  apply¬ 
ing  immediately  upon  arrival  in  Boston,  was  placed 
with  an  Electric  Light  Company.  At  the  end  of  six 
months  both  the  Company’s  report  and  his  are  most 
satisfactory. 

A  study  of  the  problems  presented  from  time  to  time 
serves  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  more  attention 

by  the  young  man  starting  in  life  to 
the  selection  of  a  vocation,  and  a  clearer 
definition  by  employers  of  their  re¬ 
quirements  and  of  the  rewards  which  may  reasonably 
be  expected  to  follow  faithful  service  in  their  various 
lines  of  business.  While  realizing  the  importance  of 
this  selection,  as  indicated  by  the  motto  of  the  de-

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partment,  “The  right  man  in  the  right  place,”  it  is 
our  constant  endeavor  to  emphasize  the  thought 
that  by  conscientious  attention  to  the  task  at  hand, 
by  determined  application  and  willingness  to  work, 
reasonable  success  may  be  attained  in  whatever  line 
the  young  man  may  find  it  necessary  to  begin,  and 
that  attention  to  these  important  points  will  ultimately 
lead  him  to  that  particular  vocation  for  which  he  is 
best  fitted. 

Mr.  Bronsdon  has  also  done  good  “social  service” 
in  receiving  and  distributing  clothing,  many  needy 
young  men  having  thus  been  materially  benefited  in 
a  quiet  way.

PUBLIC  WORSHIP  AND  RELIGIOUS 

STUDY. 

The  complex  character  of  the  Union’s  membership, 
as  regards  religious  belief,  renders  the  task  of  minis¬ 
tering  to  the  important  matter  of  Public  Worship  and 
Religious  Study  most  difficult.  The  problem  is  still 
further  complicated,  especially  so  far  as  any  Sunday 
Service  is  concerned,  by  the  many  down-town  counter 
attractions  in  the  shape  of  picture  shows  and  concert 
programmes. 

The  Committee  has  the  co-operation  of  some  of 

the  churches  in  its  endeavor  to 
interest  young  men  in  regular 
church  attendance,  and  gladly 
welcomes  any  assistance  in  this  direction. 

The  importance  of  a  connection  with  some  church 
is  urged  upon  members,  and  aid  is  given  in  obtaining 
seats  in  the  particular  churches  which  they  desire  to 
attend. 

With  the  co-operation  of  members  of  the  faculty  of 
Harvard  University  a  course  of  twenty  Sunday 

afternoon  meetings  or  conferences 
in  Civics  and  Economics  has  been 
given.  Important  social  and  eco¬ 
nomic  problems  have  been  con¬ 
sidered,  particularly  from  the  ethical  and  moral 
standpoint.  As  far  as  possible,  topics  have  been 
presented  in  logical  order,  so  that  those  who  attended 
the  whole  course  might  feel  in  some  sense  that  they 
had  received  instruction  similar  to  that  given  in  college 
courses  in  these  subjects.

REC^EP'TIONS  third  Sundays  of  November,  Decem¬ 
ber,  January,  February,  and  March. 
These  gatherings  have  provided  a  pleasing  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  members  to  meet  socially,  to  strengthen 
friendships  already  formed  and  to  make  new  ones. 
Some  of  the  Directors  with  their  wives  have  been 
present  each  afternoon,  and  also,  as  special  guests, 
clergymen,  educators,  friends  interested  in  social 
service,  men  and  women  glad  of  an  opportunity  to 
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meet  and  to  know  better  our  members  and  their  young 
men  and  young  women  friends.  Light  refreshments 
have  been  served,  and  usually  some  simple  musical 
programme  helped  to  enliven  the  occasion.  At  the 
March  reception  the  Union  Orchestral  Club,  Mr. 
Rudolph  Nettle,  Conductor,  made  its  first  public 
appearance,  rendering  a  very  enjoyable  programme.

The  Committee  on  Physical  Culture 
takes  great  pleasure  and  excusable  pride 
in  submitting  its  report  for  the  past 
year,  for  not  only  has  the  regular  work  of 
the  department  been  maintained  at  its 
high  level,  but  a  fine  addition  to  the 
building,  devoted  entirely  to  athletics 
and  sports,  was  constructed  during  the 
season  and  publicly  dedicated  February 
6,  with  appropriate  ceremonies  and  ex¬ 
hibitions. 

The  Gymnasium  has  long  been  re¬ 
garded  as  an  invaluable  adjunct  of  all

and  especially  is  this 

true  at  the  present  day  when  modern 

ideas  and  scientific  methods  prevail  in 

the  field  of  physical  culture. 

The  wide-spread  interest  in,  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  for,  physical  training  and  sports 
of  all  kinds  is  one  of  the  most  gratifying 
and  encouraging  signs  of  the  times;  and 
the  Union  Gymnasium,  the  largest  and 
most  completely  equipped  in  Boston,  is 
more  than  ever  a  centre  of  great  athletic 
interest.

1,134, — a  remarkably  good  showing,  considering  the 
number  of  gymnasiums  which  have  been  established 
in  the  Metropolitan  District,  each  having  a  following 
of  its  own,  and  also  bearing  in  mind  the  temporary 
inconveniences  to  our  members  occasioned  by  the 
changes  in  our  building. 

The  Gymnasium  has  been  in  immediate  charge 
of  Mr.  Oliver  L.  Hebbert,  Director,  and  Mr.  Ross 

E.  Browning,  Assistant.  They  have 
largely  contributed  to  the  effectiveness 
and  popularity  of  the  general  gymnasium  work,  and 
particularly  of  the  class  work,  and  have  given  personal 
care  and  instruction  to  such  individual  members  as 
have  sought  their  counsel. 

The  classes,  always  popular  with  our  members  of  all 
ages,  have  taken  on  new  life,  often  taxing  the  floor 

space  to  its  utmost  capacity.  Addi¬ 
tional  afternoon  classes  have  proved 
a  special  attraction  to  business  and 
professional  men,  and  many  have  availed  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  improve  their  physical  condition 
and  counteract  the  brain  fag  of  sedentary  and  other 
indoor  occupations.  The  class  work  has  included  calis¬ 
thenics,  dumb  bell,  gymnastic  dancing,  Indian  club, 
wand,  high  bars,  parallel  bars,  horizontal  bar,  German 
horse,  Swedish  box,  vaulting,  tumbling,  inclined  and 
horizontal  ladders,  boxing  and  wrestling. 

Gymnastic  dancing,  the  most  recent  innovation  in 
the  Gymnasium,  is  now  included  in  all  the  classes. 
It  is  a  pleasing  and  healthful  deviation  from  routine 
work,  and  our  members  are  finding  it  to  be  all  that  is 
claimed  for  it, — a  graceful,  fascinating,  and  exhilarat¬ 
ing  exercise.

The  classes  have  been  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Hebbert  and  Mr.  Browning,  and  in  the  wwk  on  the 
special  apparatus  they  have  had  the  assistance  of  a 
group  of  enthusiastic  volunteer  leaders. 

Music  for  the  class  work  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss 
S.  M.  Gash,  pianist,  whose  proficiency  in  the  special 
requirements  of  this  position  has  contributed  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  attractiveness  of  these  drills. 

The  Class  for  Boys  on  Saturday  mornings,  in  charge 
of  Mr.  Hebbert,  affords  a  safe  form  of  recrea¬ 
tion  and  exercise,  which  parents  of  growing 
boys  much  appreciate. 

A  special  class  for  Civil  Service  candidates  provides 
instruction  and  training  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  physical  examinations  and  strength  tests  of  the 
Boston  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

The  recent  enlargement  of  the  Gymnasium  has  been 
the  most  important  event  and  the  most  notable  im¬ 
provement  for  many  years.  An  addi-

QUARTERS  tion  extending  from  the  main  building 

to  La  Grange  Street,  and  consisting  of  a 
basement  and  two  stories,  affords  a  long-planned  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  assemble  in  a  compact  and  correlated  way 
all  the  departments  which  include  physical  training, 
sports,  and  games. 

The  improvements  include  a  bowling-room  with  four 
standard  alleys;  a  billiard-room  with  combination  and 
pool  tables;  a  large  locker-room  with  patent  venti¬ 
lated  steel  lockers  and  a  lounging  corner  for  rest  and 
reading;  a  finely  lighted  hand-ball  court;  a  concrete 
bath-room  with  a  complete  equipment,  including  a 
multiple  shower;  a  steam-room;  an  electric  light  bath; 
massage-rooms,  in  charge  of  specialists;  and  a  new 
office  and  check-room.

WRESTLING

The  old  basement  locker-room  has  been  trans¬ 
formed  into  attractive  rooms  for  boxing,  wrestling, 

striking-bags,  and  heavy  dumb 
bells.  The  new  boxing-room  has 
proved  both  popular  and  conven¬ 
ient,  and  a  corps  of  expert  instructors  has  created 
a  great  interest  in  this  form  of  exercise. 

The  locker-room  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  Gymna¬ 
sium  has  been  reconstructed,  additional  steel  lockers 
installed,  and  the  basement  bath-rooms  have  been 
practically  rebuilt. 

The  Wrestling  Club,  which  meets  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  evenings  from  October  to  May,  while  having 

as  its  main  objects  the  promotion  of 
wrestling  and  the  opportunity  for  prac¬ 
tice  of  beginners  with  the  more  skilled, 
is  not  without  value  as  a  social  organization.  Of  special 
value  is  the  instruction  received  from  Mr.  Henry  V. 
Rawlings  and  Mr.  Edgar  O.  Parker. 

The  Club  has  been  very  successful  this  season  in 
team  matches  with  outside  clubs,  defeating  the  Salem 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  Champions,  five 
contests  to  one;  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech¬ 
nology,  in  every  one  of  five  contests;  and  Harvard 
University,  seven  contests  to  two. 

Members  of  the  Club  have  competed  in  two  tourna¬ 
ments,  winning  five  first  and  one  second  prize  in  six 
classes.  Two  of  the  prizes  were  beautiful  silver  loving- 
cups,  offered  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  in  which  the 
tournament  was  held. 

In  three  years  the  Club  has  held  the  New  England 
heavy-weight  championship  twice,  the  145-pound 
championship  once,  and  the  135-pound  championship 


once.

The  Club  has  a  membership  of  fifteen,  among  whom 
are  some  of  the  most  skilful  amateur  wrestlers  in  New 
England. 

The  massage  treatment  remains  in  care  of  our  ex¬ 
pert,  Mr.  Edwin  F.  Harding,  assisted  by  Mr.  Joseph  J. 

Smith.  Their  services,  by  special  ap¬ 
pointment,  are  enjoyed  by  those  who 
recognize  the  great  benefit  of  this  scientific  treatment. 

The  marble  hand-ball  court  has  been  in  constant 
use  the  entire  year.  The  exhilarating  exercise  which 
the  game  affords,  together  with  the  required  skill  and 
the  friendly  competition,  have  been  of  great  physical 
and  mental  benefit  to  large  numbers  of  men,  both 
young  and  old. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  physical  examination  to 
which  all  members  of  the  Gymnasium  are  entitled, 

and  which  all  are  urged  to  take. 
The  measurements  and  tests  are 
in  accordance  with  the  civil  service 
rules,  and  the  examinations  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Board, 
composed  of  the  following  well-known  physicians: —

The  advice  and  direction  of  the  Examining  Physician, 
and  of  the  Physical  Director  who  has  charge  of  the 
measurements,  are  found  to  be  of  special  value  in  cor¬ 
recting  physical  defects  and  in  developing  for  special 
requirements.  Re-examination  from  time  to  time  is  of 
value  and  interest  in  showing  progress  as  the  result  of 
faithful  exercise. 

The  special  report  of  the  Physical  Director  follows: — 


AN  EVENING  CLASS 
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REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  DIRECTOR. 

Classes  this  season  have  been  held  on  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday,  in  the  morning,  from  10.30 
to  11. 10  and  from  11.15  to  12.15;  in  the  afternoon, 
from  3.30  to  4.15  and  from  5.15  to  6.15;  in  the  evening, 
from  6.30  to  7.00  and  from  7.50  to  9.20. 

The  number  taking  the  class  work  has  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  especially  in  the  morning  classes  and  the  3.30 
afternoon  class.  The  11.15  morning  class  is  devoted 
almost  entirely  to  Gymnastic  Dancing  and  advanced 
drills,  and  has  been  very  largely  attended,  for  our  mem¬ 
bers  realize  how  beneficial  and  pleasing  this  form  of 
exercise  is.  Dancing  has  also  been  taught  from  4.15 
to  5  p.m.,  in  a  class  made  up  of  older  men. 

The  Boys’  Class  on  Saturday  morning  is  doing  well, 
although  the  number  is  still  limited,  owing  to  lack  of 
suitable  quarters  for  boys. 

Many  exhibitions  have  been  given  by  members  from 
the  different  classes,  and  their  work  has  created  much 
interest  and  enthusiasm  in  each  place  visited. 

Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  are  devoted  to 
individual  instruction  and  prescription  of  exercise, 
and  special  classes  are  held  in  the  evening  for  Civil 
Service  candidates. 

Physical  examinations  are  made  on  these  days,  and 
medical  examinations  on  Mondays.  Many  members 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege,  and  greatly 
appreciate  the  kind  and  considerate  manner  with 
which  they  have  been  treated  by  the  members  of  the 
Medical  Board.  The  special  work  by  Dr.  E.  O.  Otis 
in  making  blood  pressure  tests  has  been  particularly 
instructive  and  valuable.

The  Union  Camping  Club,  organized  in  1910  with 
seven  members,  at  the  close  of  the  past  season  had  a 
membership  of  sixteen.  The  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  Club  is  at  “Camp  Hubbard,” 
Newton  Lower  Falls.  The  use  of  this 
attractive  camp  has  been  contributed  by  one  of  our 
Life  Members,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Hubbard.  About  one- 
half  mile  down  the  river  is  the  Riverside  Recreation 
Grounds,  where  the  members  of  the  Union  enjoy  special 
rates  for  tennis,  bowling,  pool,  canoeing,  swimming, 
and  other  sports.  There  is  also  the  Club  canoe  at 
the  camp,  available  for  members  at  all  times.

Bats,  balls, 
gloves,  catcher’s  outfit,  bases,  etc.,  were  provided  by 
the  Union. 

The  opening  game  of  the  season  was  played  at 
Franklin  Field  on  May  13,  1911.  Games 
were  also  played  at  Bedford,  Milton, 
Weymouth,  and  Riverside,  with  teams 
from  business  houses,  schools,  settlement  houses,  etc.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 

Union. 


article  i. 

Title. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 


ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual,  Subscription ,  Sustaining  and  Life  Members. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society;  upon  the  payment  of  jive  dollars  annually, 
shall  become  and  continue  subscription  members;  upon 
the  payment  of  ten  dollars  annually,  shall  become  and  con¬ 
tinue  sustaining  members;  and  all  subscription  members 
who  shall  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-jive  dollars  in  five  or  less 
annual  instalments  shall  become  life  members  of  the 
Society. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
twelve  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernment.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  1898,  four 
directors  shall  be  elected,  each  to  serve  three  years;  four 
directors,  each  to  serve  two  years;  and  four  directors,  each 
to  serve  one  year;  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter 
four  directors  shall  be  elected,  each  to  serve  three  years. 

Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  and  organize,  and  shall 
choose  from  their  number  a  President,  Vice-President,  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  for  the  ensuing  year. 
All  the  above  officers  so  elected  shall  serve  for  the  terms 
respectively  named,  and  until  their  respective  successors 
are  elected. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Government,  and 
any  director  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  and  the  election  of  his  successor. 
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Vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  of  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  filled  for  the 
remainder  of  their  terms  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Government  shall  have  power  to  appoint, 
subject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  commit¬ 
tees  from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment, 
promote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 
temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influences, 
and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April.  The 
Board  of  Directors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society 
from  time  to  time;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  when¬ 
ever  requested  so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any 
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seventeen  members,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such 
meeting  is  to  be  held;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Board  may  deem  expedient,  having  pre¬ 
viously  given  reasonable  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund, 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of 
the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring 
at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Amendments . 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments, 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at 
least,  prior  to  that  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall  notify 
members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight 
standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Board;  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to 
the  approval  and  ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-com¬ 
mittees  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  as  they 
shall  deem  fit,  provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee 
shall  be  subject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board 
to  which  it  is  subordinate.  The  eight  committees  shall 
be  constituted  as  follows: —  - 

i.  Committee  on  Finance. — They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds, 
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obtaining  donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same, 
and  superintending  all  disbursements.  They  shall  audit 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
Union  at  the  annual  meetings. 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. — They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library.— -They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. — They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro¬ 
duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members.— They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new  mem¬ 
bers. 

6.  Committee  on  Social  Service. — They  shall  organ¬ 
ize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union. 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study. — They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
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religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  cither  within 
or  outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and 
discussion. 

8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. — They  shall  have 
the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic  sports, 
and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the  mem¬ 
bers. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly 
Report  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money 
shall  be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board, 
or  approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee 
under  whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-committees, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-laivs. 

The  foregoing  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  assent  thereto;  but  no  alteration,  addi¬ 
tion,  or  amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting 
at  which  it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising.

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HISTORY. 

The  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  was  insti¬ 
tuted  in  1851,  and  incorporated  under  its  present  name 
in  1852.  Its  work  was  temporarily  interrupted  by  the 
Civil  War,  but  in  April,  1868,  a  complete  reorganization 
was  effected.  Rooms  were  secured  at  1 2  West  Street,  and 
1868  ac^ve  WOfk  resumed.  The  rooms  soon  proved 
too  small  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society,  and 
larger  ones  were  taken  in  the  fall  at  what  was  then 
300  Washington  Street,  corner  of  Suffolk  Place,  where 
the  whole  building  above  the  first  floor  was  eventually 
occupied.  These  premises  also  proving  inadequate, 
it  became  necessary  to  move  again.  In  the  spring  of 
1874,  a  suitable  lot  of  land  having  been  found,  a  public 
appeal  was  made  for  funds  with  which  to  purchase  the 
land  and  erect  a  new  building.  By  the  generosity 
of  friends  the  necessary  amount  with  which  to  begin 
the  work  was  speedily  secured. 

The  present  building  was  completed  and  dedicated 
March  15,  1876.  By  the  munificent  legacy  of  eighty 
1876  th°usan(i  dollars  from  the  late  Joseph  B. 

Eaton,  a  Life  Member,  supplemented  by  other 
generous  gifts,  the  Society  was  enabled  in  1879  (De¬ 
cember  10)  to  hold  its  building  free  from  all  indebted¬ 
ness.  In  1882,  on  account  of  constantly  growing  needs, 
enlargement  of  the  building  was  deemed  necessary. 
1883  Numerous  friends  promptly  responded  to  an 
appeal;  and  an  addition  to  the  building  was 
completed,  and  dedicated  May  28,  1883. 
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A  two-story  addition  to  the  building,  extending 
through  to  La  Grange  Street,  providing  bath¬ 
rooms,  locker- room,  hand-ball  court,  bowl¬ 
ing-alleys,  and  game-room,  was  opened  Feb¬ 
ruary  6,  1912.
